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INTRODUCTION 


The  publication  of  this  little  volume.  Genealogy  of  the  Smith  and  Adams 
Family,  marks  the  fulfilment  of  a  desire  that  has  been  smoldering  in  the  heart  and  mind 
of  the  Compiler  for  more  than  forty  years. 

The  firft  reunion  of  tie  descendants  of  James  and  Jane  Smith  was  held  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1903  at  Winona  Lake,  Indiana.  The  coll  for  this  get-together  was  sounded  by 
Uncle  Paul  Smith  and  James  Edwin  Smith.  About  73  responded  to  the  summons  and 
such  “a  good  time  was  had  by  all,”  that  it  was  decided  to  make  the  reunion  an  annual 
event  and  Bourbon  was  selected  as  the  place  for  the  festive  gathering.  At  this  meeting, 
Hattie  Graham  read  a  poem,  written  by  Rev.  T.  A.  Graham,  in  which  all  the  offspring 
of  Grandfather  and  Grandmother  Smith  were  mentioned.  Names  were  read  off  in  that 
paper  that  were  stTange  to  some  of  us  and  it  stimulated  a  desire  to  know  more  about  this 
rapidly  growing  family,  and  at  the  third  reunion,  1903,  held  at  Vtincra  Lake,  plans  were 
laid  and  funds  raised  for  the  making  of  a  Family  Record  Book  in  which  would  be  record¬ 
ed  the  vital  statistics  of  all  the  descendants.  The  writer  was  elected  secretary  and  given 
the  responsibility  of  making  the  book,  securing  the  facts  and  recording  them. 

Many  scores  of  letters  were  written,  dozens  of  homos  visited  to  examine  Family  Bibles, 
and  U.  S.  Census  and  Pension  Bureaus  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  were  consulted;  but  in  spite 
of  all  this  research  there  were  many  blank  lines,  lines  yet  to  be  filled  when,  in  1908,  we 
surrendered  the  job  to  more  efficient  hands  and  came  to  Puget  Sound  to  search  for  the 
Fountain  of  Youth. 

In  1932  Emerson  Graham  sent  out  a  call  to  that  part  of  the  family  that  had  migrated  to 
the  Paacific  Northwest  to  meet  in  Tacoma  for  a  reunion.  Fifty-two  were  present  at  this 
meeting  and  a  branch  association  was  organized  and  meetings  have  been  held  annually 
since  that  initial  gathering.  About  175  of  the  descendants  of  James  and  Jane  Smith 
including  their  families,  now  live  in  the  Pacific  Coast  states  and  the  western  provinces  of 
Canada;  and  because  of  the  great  amount  of  territory  over  which  the  family  is  scattered, 
from  Pennsylvania  to  New  Mexico  and  from  California  to  British  Columbia  and  Saskatch- 
•  ewan.  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  issue  this  Look  to  help  all  of  us  to  better  know  the 


rest  of  the  family. 
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The  Publishers  of  this  book  are  truly  grateful  to  the  many  cousins  who  have  so  gener¬ 
ously  co-operated  in  helping  us  to  secure  statistics  that  otherwise  we  would  not  have  been 
able  to  obtain,  and  a  more  personal  note  of  appreciation  is  due  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  E.  Smith 
and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  G.  D.  Martin,  of  Indiana,  who  brought  the  “Big  Record  Book"  along 
when  visiting  their  relatives  in  Washington  in  1935.  (We  spent  several  hours  copying  data 
from  the  Book  into  our  record.)

In  the  records  of  the  U.  S.  Pension  Bureau,  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  is  the  statement  of 
the  military  services  of  John  Parkhurst,  from  which  these  excerpts  are  quoted. 

He  enlisted  in  the  American  Army  for  service  in  the  Revolutionary  War  Oct.  30,  1775 
at  Morristown,  N.  J.,  in  Captain  Silas  I  fowell’s  company  of  the  Firft  New  Jersey  Regi¬ 
ment,  commanded  by  Colonels  Lord  Stirling  and  William  Winds.  Was  in  the  expedition 
to  Canada.  This  enlistment  terminated  in  September.  1  7 76.  He  re-enlisted  on  January 
10,  1777,  and  served  as  Corporal  in  Caj.lian  Silas  Pioweli’s  company,  hirst  New  Jersey 
Regiment,  Colore!  Matthias  Ogden,  commencing,  hie  received  an  hcr.ortble  discharge 
in  the  sun  mer  of  1777.  M  l. lie  a  re*ici«rt  of  Lanvilie,  Columbia  county,  Pennsylvania, 
April  15,  1818,  he  was  allowed  a  pension. 

Wife  LETITIA  HATHAWAY 

Born  1752.  Have  bc-cn  unable  to  find  record  of  death,  but  Pension  Bureau  states  that 
her  application  for  pension  made  March  22,  1837,  was  allowed  while  she  was  residing  at 
Fishing  Creek,  Columbia  Co.,  Pennsylvania.  (Columbia  county  w'as  later  divided  and 
Danville  became  the  county  seat  of  the  new  Montour  county,  while  Fishing  Creek  is 
about  30  miles  noilh-east  of  Danville  in  the  urea  that  is  still  named  Columbia  county.)

Private  (first  class)  James  R.  Smith,  son  of  Mr,  and  Mrs.  Rex  Smith,  of  503  North 
Columbia  Street,  has  been  awarded  the  Bronze  Stax  Medal  for  heroic  achievement  on 
April  16  at  Neuhof,  Germany.  The  citation  reads  as  follows:  “Pfc.  Smith  of  the  92nd 
Cavalry  Reconnaissance  Squadron,  Mechanized,  who  was  pinned  down  by  heavy  machine 
gun  and  small  arms  fire  with  other  members  of  the  platoon,  heard  one  of  his  comrades 
who  had  been  seriously  wounded  call  for  help.  With  total  disregard  for  his  own  safety, 
Pfc.  Smith  voluntarily  left  his  position  of  cover  and  proceeded  to  the  aid  of  the  wounded 
man  and  rendered  firft  aid,  after  assisting  his  evacuation  to  a  place  of  cover.  Due  to  Pfc. 
Smith’s  bravery  and  initiative  the  life  of  his  comrade  was  saved.” 

Thirty  minutes  after  the  action  occurred  Jim  was  wounded  in  his  right  wrisl  and  was 
hospitalized  in  England.  About  two  months  later  he  was  returned  to  the  United  States 
for  treatment  at  Kennedy  Hospital  in  Memphis,  Tenn.

In  the  scrimmage  in  which  he  was  wounded,  the  platoon  was  being  machine  gunned  by 
Germans  located  in  the  up-stairs  of  a  building.  Jim  felt  a  bullet  crash  through  his  helmet 
so  close  to  his  scalp  that  he  thought  he  had  been  hit.  He  raised  his  rifle  to  return  the  fire 
and  was  unable  to  pull  the  trigger  and  it  was  then  he  learned  that  he  had  been  wounded 
in  his  wrist.  He  feels  he  was  indeed  lucky  to  be  “little  of  stature,"  for  had  he  been  an 
inch  or  two  taller  that  bullet  that  plowed  through  his  helmet  would  have  been  his  end.
